Testimony Given by Foelker. . 
Tt was during the morning session that 
Representative Foelker testified as to how 
he had been told to name his own price.” 
He had been approached, he said, by both 
Gardner and Frederick Schroeder—formerly 
quarantine commissioner, now serving a 
Sentence in Sing Sing for larceny, and as high 
@s $50,000 had been offered for his vote. 
Foelker went over the whole history of 
the Hart-Agnew race track legislation in 
1908.

I will give 
you $2,000 more than the other senators got.” 
Later, Foelker said, $50 000 was offered him 
for his vote against the bill. The offer, he 
said, was made in the office of Frederick 
Schroeder. Foelker described other alleged 
. attempts to corruptly influence his vote.

Are Believed to Be Flying 
Over Canada. 


Powassan, Ont., Oct. 19.—[{Special.]—Lieut. 
Vogt and W. F. Assmann, with the balloon 
Hamburg III., competing in the international 
balloon race which started from St. Louis, 
Mo., on Monday, came down in the upper bay 
of Lake Nipissing, Ontario, at 11 p. m. yes 
terday, 775 miles from St. Louls. 

The descended from a height of 18,000 feet 
with terrific speed. Assmann was injured 
when they struck the water within a few 
hundred feet of shore. 

They were in tne vasket of their balloon in 
the water for nearly three hours, when the 
wind blew them close to a barren island in- 
habited only by seagulls. There they spent 
the night after tying the balloon to a tree. 
In the morning they hailed two Cherokee 
Indians, who paddled them to shore ten miles 
from the nearest town, Powassan, Ont. 

Assmann's left arm was broken in the fall, 
an artery was cut, and his hand was 
A He bled all night, but was feeling 
good tonight. The aeronauts got short of 
ballast by failure to reach land when they 
endeavored to come down at 9 a.m. They 
descended until they found they were about 
to strike water, and to prevent it lost much 
ballast and ascended to a great height, with 
only two and one-half sacks of ballast left. 

The trip of Vogt and Assmann was replete 
with danger from the time they left Milwau- 
kee, Wis., at 6:35 a. m. on Tuesday to er 
Lake Michigan. The balloon traveled rapi 
ly over Lake Huron and Georgian bay on 
Tuesday at a great height, tossed by the 
winds of the upper air. The men traveled a 
mile a minute on several occasions. Their 
average rate from St. Louis to Lake Nipissing 
was thirty miles an hour. 


FIVE STILL IN AIR? 

Five. of the ten balloons which started in 
the international contest Monday afternoon 
tonight are believed to be racing over the 
southwest part of Ontario, though no definite 
news had been received from them at a late 
hour. 

The Isle de France, Alfred Le Blanc pilot 
and Walter de Mumm aid, descended near 
Pogamasing, Ont., in a forest at 4 a. m. The 
French aerostat had traveled 725 miles north- 
east of St. Louis and had remained in the 
air thirty-four hours and thirty-six minutes. 

The Isle de France was the fourth balloon 
to alight, the others being the Condor, St. 
Louis No. 4, and the Million Club, which 
landed yesterday respectively at Two Rivers, 
Wis., Hillman, Mich., and Racine, Wis. 

Le Blanc had not been spoken since he left 
Zion City, III, yesterday morning. 

Four other racers were reported tonight to 
be flying over Lake Huron and Georgian bay 
from 600 to 700 miles northeast of St. Louis. 

Beyond a belt 100 to 200 miles wide north of 
Lake Huron, Ontarioisa wilderness with few 
railroads. If the pilots bring their gas bags 


before they will be able to telegraph their 
landing. 


Moisant Has a Lucky Fall.

In- 
stantly the monoplane swooped sideways and 
dived to the ground, struck on its right wing, 
and turned completey over. Nobody who saw 
the fall thought Moisant would be taken out 


of the wreck alive; but the undamaged wing | 


proke his fall. 
Charles K. Hamiiton’s freak 110 horse 
power biplane, which was on the ground in 
readiness for a flight, was damaged this 
afternoon in a crash with Dr. H. W. Wal- 
dron’s monoplane. G. M. Dyott, Waldron’s 
partner, who was driving the monoplane, lost 
control of his craft and crashed into the sta-

WAGON TRACKS ARE TRACED 


Victim Believed to Have Been Driven 
to Spot After Death. 


The body of a Well dressed man lying in a 
pasture two miles north of Dundee, a bullet 
hole in the chest, an empty revolver lying 
some length away, and buggy tracks 
up to and away from the spot—that is the 

Kane county authorities are trying 
to solve. 

The prevailing, belief is that he was mur- 
déred with a revolver and carried in a buggy 
to the spot where the body was found. Ac- 
cording to Corener Eugene Norton, the man 
was killed some time Tuesday night and must 
have died instantly after being shot. 

Otto Bonin, a section foreman on the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern railroad, saw the 
body lying in the midst of a large patch of 
cockleburs in the pasture, which is on the 
Fisher farm, about 10 o’clock in the morning 
and the coroner was immediately notified. 
While the fact that the two shirts which the 
bullet penetrated were slightly powder 
burned, indicating that the man might have 
shot himself. all other circumstances led in- 
vestigators to believe that a murder hed been 
committed. 


Trace Wheels of Buggy. 

Every identification mark apparently hed 
been torn from the dead man’s clothing. 
Everything had been taken from the pockets 
except 2.52 in money and a handkerchief 
marked with the initial N.“ It was noticed 
that although the body was found in the mid- 
dle of the sticky cockleburs, none of them 
was clinging to the clothing, showing the 
man had not walked through the weeds to the 


Further search of the ground about the body 
disclosed buggy wheel tracks, and some ten 
feet away from the body a revolver of 32 
caliber was found. One chamber of the 
weapon was empty and in another was an 
émpty sheil from which the bullet had been 
recently fired. 

“ While Iam inclined to believe that it was 
a case of suicide, there are pecullar circum- 
stances surrounding it that indicate that a 
murder has been committed.“ the coroner 
said. The buggy tracks and the absence 
of burs from the clothing show that the man 
went to the spot in e buggy, whether aliveor 
dead. There is a gate in the pasture fence 
near the place where the body was found, 
and the buggy tracks seemed to lead through 
the gate to the body and then circled back 
to and out of the gate. It is almost certain he 
would have left traces in the weeds had 9 
walked to the place. 6 


Find H“ Tattooed. 

„At the morgue we discovered an H 
tattooed on the left forearm. That ts the 
only mark of identification on the body, 
The man was well dressed in a coat and 
trousers of blue serge and a soft blue shirt 
with necktie. His vest was black, as were 
his shoes, and his hat was a light colored 
soft fet one. The bands were soft and well 
kept and his brown hair was cut long. 

“We have inquired at Mveries in Dundee 
and Algonquin, but have not been able to 
find out whether he had hired a rig. Prac- 
tically every livery team in the two towns 
was let last night, as there was a big party 
at the house of William Rudsinski, a mile 
and a half northeast of the pasture where 
the body was found.

The definition of fanaticism by Dr. Chap- 
man as the viewpoint of one who sees things 


in a manner out of proportion to their proper 


value gives the interpretation which the 
evangelist holds concerning one phase of the 
revival campaign which he, in company with 
Mr. Charles M. Alexander, are conducting. 

A warning against fanaticism and emo- 
tionalism is sure to arise whenever earnest 
men attempt to move people from their ec- 
customed ways of thinking, and especially if 
the attempt is accompanied with the de- 
mand that long cherished habits shall be laid 
aside. 

Dr. Chapman illustrated his definition of 
the religious fanatic by calling attention to 
baseball and other fanatics. the word base- 
ball “fan,” as is well known, being only 
a shortened form of the word “‘ fanatic.” 

The fanatic, Dr. Chapmain said in effect, 
is one who in religion, politics, sport, or 
business shuts from his wiew every other 
interest and forces his preferences on others 
in such a way as to make him a disagree- 
able companion to get along with. The 
fanatic cares more for his opinions and 
the gratifications of his desiree than he does 
for the outward manner of his life. Unless 
religion finds expression im the language in 
the home, in fairness and honesty in busi- 
ness, in the spirit of 2 profession, it is 
without value.

The strong young man who came forward 
and gave his hand to Dr. Chapman, while 
tears filled both his own eyes and the eyes

Roy is credited with having 
made a remarkable campaign, and it is re- 
ported that Clark has canceled all his outside 
speaking dates and intends to devote every 
day to the campaign. 

The Republican congressional committee 
headquarters had similar information from 
Clark’s district, and it seems to be the im- 
pression in Republican circles that the mi- 
nority leader is about to meet his Waterloo. 
Two years ago Clark defeated Roy by about 
1,200 plurality.

"MANY ARE FOREIGN BORN. 


Naturalization in United States 
Lends Prestige to Subject 
in Native Place. 


BY GFORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 

LEMBERG, Galicia, Austria, Sept. 7. 
Wherever I gol meet Americans. They are 
ecattered all over Europe. I once thought 
American visitors could be found only in 
the beaten track. This is true, but the 
beaten tracks cover a wider territory than I 
realized, 

They lead to remote villages in Calabria, 
to every state of the Balkans, to the Alfa 
and the mountains of Hungary, to villages 
of plain and hill of Austria, and are ¢- 
tending in every direction fn Russia. 

Most of the Americans I meet in these out 
of the way places are tourists. But many 
are expatriated Americans, men who a few 
years ago by solemn oath renounced alle- 
giance to the old world and swore fealty to 
the stars and stripes. But that was simply 
a form, and they resume life in the old world 
without a pang for having severed the Amer- 
ican tile. 

Formerly I had a vague idea that American 
tourists are to be found only in certain well 
known European capitals. But then I was 
not fully conscious of the wide range of 
origin of Americans. My conception of an 
American was a man born in America, Eng- 
lish his native tongue, and a member of what 
we call Anglo-Saxon society. This idea has 
been pounded out of me. Outside of Rome 
and Naples the majority of the Americans I 
have met during the last thirteen months 
were not born in America. They speak Ins- 
lish haltingly, many almost unintelligibly. 


Many Kinds of Americans, 

American citizenship has increased in com- 
plexity so rapidly that our conception of 
American has not kept pace. I once thought 
T could tell an American from a European. 
am no longer certain. When a peasant in 
linen and sheepskin in the Alföld or the Car- 
pathians. or a typical innkeeper of Sicily, or 
a characteristi¢ Jew in Lemberg addresses 
you in English and tells you he is an Ameri- 
can citizen you begin to feel that either you 
have lost your bearings or you must enlarge 
your conception ct American to include any 
and every nationality of Europe. 

A young. Jew invited himself into our con- 
versaticn in a coffee house here. He spoke 
English well. He had remained in the United 
States just leng enough to acquire citizen- 
ship. He found it good business, for it gives 
him a certain prestige here. 

“ Going back to America?” 

oe No.“ 

“Why?” 

„I have got good business here.” 

“Why did you go?“ 

“To get something. I got it and came 
home.”’ 

By law his citizenship will expire within 
two years if he does not look after it. But in 
the meantime he is an American citizen.

REPLIES 10 REFORM 


Wayman Says Citizens’ Associa- 
tion Failed to Show a Crime. 


Organization Intimates It May Add to 
Facts Stated. 


¥tate’s Attorney Wayman and the Citizens’ 
association exchanged uppercuts, swings, 
and short arm jolts yesterday. The county 
prosecutor took exception to criticism of his 
office by the reform organization in connec- 
tion with indictments and prosecutions of al- 
leged city hall grafters. . 

Officers of the association then came back 
with a declaration that the report was based 
on facts, that there was nothing to retract 
or change and intimated that there might be 
a forma! and more specific statement later. 

„The evidence in the Cummings foundry 
case, said Mr. Wayman, was presented to 
two grand juries by investigators of the Citi- 
zens’ association. They failed to establish a 
single fact that would constitute a. crime 
under the laws of Illinois. Whether such 
facts constitute official neglect or extrava- 
gance by city officials is not the province of 
this office to determine.“ 


Replies in McGovern Case. 

Commenting on the report's statements 
that no action was taken by the state’s at- 
torney toward submitting to the grand jury 
the McGovern “‘ unbalanced bid“ for paving 
and that McGovern secured the contract by 
means of an illegal unbalanced bid,” Mr. 
Wayman said: 

“In what way this unbalanced bid was 
legal the report fails to state. It was un- 
balanced, but it was legal. The looseness 
With which this report criticises acts as 
ilfegal shows a lack of preparation and 


Failure to secure a conviction in the shale 
rock case is laid, at the door of Judge Barnes, 
who held that ‘mere passivity’ was no 
crime.”’

Charles B. Brom- 
well, whose headquarters are at Milwaukee, 
This action was accounted for with a state-

Wants Economy in Service.

Carriers to Keep Present Rights 
Until February of Next 
Year. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 19.—In a formal 
order issued todey the interstate commerce 
commission announced its intention to ad- 
minister strictly section 4 (the long and short 
haul provision) of the recently amended inter- 
state commerce act. 

By the terms of the order there will be no 
change in the existing status or in the pres- 
ent rights of carriers until Feb. 17, 1911. They 
may file with the commission such changes in 
rates and tariffs as ordinarily would be filed 
in the course of their business under the pres- 
ent rate basis of adjustments. | 

This accords to the transportation compa- 
nies the right even to file higher rates or 
fares to intermediate points and through 
rates or fares higher than the combinations 
of the intermediate rates or fares, provided 
that in so doing the discrimination against 
intermediate points is not made greater than 
that im existence on Aug. 17, 1910. 

All Subject to Complaint, 

The commission announces that, through 
this permission it does not necessarily ap- 
prove any rates or fares that may be filed, all 
of them being held subject to complaint, in- 
vestigation and if necessary to correction, 
if they be found in conflict with the law. 

It is ordered that the commission reaffirm 
its previously expressed view that a through 
rate or fare that is higher than the combina- 
tion of the intermediate rates or fares is 
prima facie unreasonable and will insist upon 
the application of that principle at the earli- 
est possible date in every instance’ except 
possible extreme and unusual cases.“
